By the waters of Babylon, there we wept when we re- 


membered Zion. We hanged our harps upon the willows 


in the midst thereof. Who will lead us home once more? 


Shall we e’re see Jordan’s shore? Haman hates us! Death 


awaits us! Danger rules the hour. 


Aria—Mordecai 
Fear not, brethren, the God of Jacob is still our refuge. 
His heart abounds in kindness. He has not forgotten David 


nor his chosen people. 


Recitative—Mordecai 


As for this Haman, fear ye not him. Bow ye not before 


the proud oppressor. The hearts of kings are in God's 


keeping, also here am I, a watchman at the gate, and within 


is the royal Esther, whe is one of the daughters of Israel. 


SCENE Il. 


Recitative—Haman 


There is a certain people scattered abroad among the 


people in all provinces of thy kingdom and their laws are 


diverse from all people, neither keep they the king’s laws. 


Therefore it is not for the king’s profit to suffer them. If 


it pleases the king let it be written that they be destroyed, 


and I will pay ten thousand talents of silver to those that 


have charge of the business to bring it unto the king's 


treasuries. 
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Recitative—King 

Keep thou thy silver, and those people wicked and per- 
verse; do unto them as seemeth good to thee. Seal with 
this ring thine edict, and to the captain of the guards pro- 
claim thy pleasure. 


Duet—King and Haman 
A song of joy! Let naught annoy the zest of royal 
fare; then while we may, enjoy today, nor dream of grief 
or care. Kings sometimes unbended, e’en kings may jovial 
be; ‘twill do for lesser men to join the merry glee. 


Solo—Prophetess 

Lo, o’er the wicked, in hours that seem brightest, doom 
like the shadow of death is impending, while o’er the right- 
eous in sorrow the lightest rainbows of glory above me are 
bending.

Coming with the hopes of heaven above them, warning 
the righteous when danger’s appearing, lighting the path-

Solo—Queen 
Israel, for thee do I tremble in the fast gathering storm. 
Dark in thy sky now death's angels assemble; bleeding 
and torn I beheld thee forlorn. 
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Duet—Queen and Mordecai 
Zion in vain shall await thy returning. List! for thy 
harp hanging mute by the wave. See through her tears 
thy camp fires no more burning. Hear the proud Persians 
exult o’er thy grave. 
Solo—Mordecai 
Go thou unto the king, and make supplication for our 
people. 
Solo—Queen 
Alas! thou knowest well that to go unto the king un- 
bidden is death, unless he holdeth out the golden scepter.

Let the royal apparel be brought, and the horse the 
King rideth upon; and let one of the King’s most noble 
princes proclaim before him, ‘Thus shall it be done unto 
the man whom the King delighteth to honor.” 
Solo—King 
Make haste and take the apparel and the horse as thou 
has said, and do even so unto Mordecai the Jew.

Quartet—King’s Guards 
The King has given commandment and Haman must 
obey; for surely his royal will is done as night succeeds 
the day.

Lo! what honors crown 
my brow, mid these regal splendors beaming, keep me 
meek as I am now.

Lo! success attends 
thee now. Lo! my Queen, with splendors beaming, wreaths 
of triumph deck thy brow. 


Solo—Zeresh 
Do I wake, or am I dreaming? Breaking heart and 
jeweled brow.
